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(21) and plastic material (22). The powder is filled 
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on the container (in the closed state). A scoop (8) is 
fitted in this gap. After first use, the scoop is snapped 
into a fixing (7) in the lid. The lid (3) is provided with 
an elevation (9, 10) for accommodating the scoop in 
the lid. 
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
